It is universally ad- 
mitted to la- the grandest achievement 
of architectural and sculptural art in 
the world, designed to perpetuate the 
heroic epoch of the republic and to com- 
memorate the valor and fortitude of In- 
diana's soldiers and sailors in the war 
of the Rebellion and other wars. The 
monument foundation is 60 by Kl feet 
and is 80 feet deep; t<eing surrounded 
by a plaza the diameter of which is .U2 
.feet. The monument i* 2*5 feet from 
street level to top of statue. The luil- 
cony is 22* feet above the ground, is 
reached by an electric elevator or by a 
stairway consisting of :I2 flights -824 
steps. On reaching the balcony, visi- 
tors k*>k over a Iwautiful panorama of 
lndianu|Milis and vicinity a delightful 
‘view, not *ur|>H*Hod anywhere. Relow 
the balcony is a bronze astragal bear- 
ing the dates, lflin-lHKl on the four 
sides of the shaft, illuminated by elec- 
tricity. Midway the monument is a 
second hnmxe astragal, representing 
the navy, anil further down, a t hirst 
bronze astragal, emblematic of the ar- 
my. On the east and west sides of the 
monument are the two largest groups 
that have ever been carved out of stone 
-the one on the east representing war, 
‘•the other pure. On the south front 
arc two heroic statues, each cut of a 
huge block of stone; one representing 
infantry, the other an ideal cavalry

JuDfiE R. L. Stout, at the opening 
of the Franklin circuit court, instructed 
the grand jury with esjiecial reference 
to vagrancy and carrying concealed 
weapons. He said: “Vagrancy is one 
of the greatest menaces that society 
now has to contend with. Outside of 
those who possess an independent for- 
tune there are but three ways of mak- 
ing a living, one by working, one by 
begging and one by stealing. I have 
known and have official information of 
the fact, which is well known by the 
grand jury, that it is difficult to secure 
labor to raise and harvest crops. Not- 
withstanding this fact there are scores 
of able-bodied laborers about the cities 
and towns who are idle.

It is the duty 
of the grand jury to look into this con- 
dition of affairs and remedy it by your 
action if possible to do so.” The charge 
of Judge Stout is timely. Within the 
history of the State there hus not been 
witnessed more vagrancy than now pre- 
vails in all its towns and cities. The 
word “vagrant” has lost part of its 
original meaning. Originally it meant 
a wanderer what we now call a tramp. 
It would be better for the industrious 
class of citizens if that large body of 
idle, dissolute, ill mannered, thieving 
class we now call vagrants, should be- 
gin and keep up the tramp life. It 
would relieve each community at least 
temporarily of their continuous pesti- 
ferous presence. Laborers of all kinds 
are in constant demand. They are 
needed on the farms as well as in do 
meetic employment. Yet. one need only 
look forth on the streets of any town 
or village in Kentucky at any hour of 
the day, and he will see from 15 to 50 
able-bodied idlers sitting on curbstones 
or lazily lounging in a friendly shade. 
Barring street loafing, the women of 
this class are worse than the men. Not 
one out of 100 betakes herself to an 
honest employment. Depending whol- 
ly on a friendly climate, nightly visita- 
tions to truck patches and chicken 
roosts, small pilfering, the small reve- 
nues from licentious practices, varied 
only with an occasional odd job, these 
dissolute creatures have become an ab- 
solute moral and physical stench. They 
should be wiped out, and that speedily. 
We have a fairly good vagrancy law, 
but it is not enforced. No law is ever 
enforced unless there is a healthy pub- 
lic sentiment back of it. It is a hope- 
ful sign that the circuit judges in the 
State are taking notice of the growing 
evil. Punishment, and severe punish- 
ment at that, furnishes the only hope 
orderly people may have that these 
thieving idlers can be thinned out. 
While the present law does tolerably 
well, it falls far short of being what it 
should be. The last Legislature had a 
good opportunity to enact a good law- 
a law which prescribed the whipping 
post for the second offense of vagrancy; 
but the grannies of that astute body of 
statesmen were frightened from a plain 
line * f duty by the apprehension that 
long-haired, etherialized humani-
